10 Urd Archbishop of Dublin, the Lord Archbishop of Cashel, the Lord 
Archbishop of T mm, all now or hereafter for the time being, and the 
respective co-adjutors of the said Archbishops, now or hereafter for the 
time being, the Lord Chief Justice of the Court of King’s Bench in 
Ireland, the I^rd Chief Justice of the Court of Common Pleas in

annexed a niap or terre chart or ground plan of such lands, and a copy 
of every such grant and conveyance with such map or terre chart or

by affidavit at the foot of such copy, made before the said registrar, 

(who is hereby empowered and required to administer the same,) prove 
the signing and sealing of such copy, and the execution of such grant 
and conveyance, by one at least of the parties thereto respectively, and 
30 such grant or conveyance shall be produced, together with such copy, 
to such registrar, who shall thereupon certify on the back of such grant 
and conveyance the registration thereof, and the day whereon the same 
shall be so registei ed, and shall make and enter a full abstract of such copy 
in a book to be kept lor that purpose, with a sufficient index for the purpose
